Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


The general health of the District was satisfactory during 1953, There was 
a small epidemic of Infantile Paralysis, (Acute Poliomyelitis), 4. cases being 
notified, All recovered with no serious after effects, There was also a mild 
epidemic of Whooping Cough, but the notification of Infectious Diseases on the 
whole remained moderate, 
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The total population of Withernsea Urban District is estimated to be L.3928 
at mid-year 1953, a decrease of 26 from last year's figures and 95 from the 
estimated number in 1951. 


81 live births were registered in 1953, 42 males and 39 females, Last year 
there were 83 births, 40 males and 43 femalcs, 

The Birth Rate is 16.43 per 1,000 population, which is about the same as last 
year, The figure for the whole Country is 1505; for London 17.5 and for the great 
towns 17,0; so it appears that the morc densely populated arcas, iec, the tows, 
have a higher Birth Rate per 1,000 people, and the larger the town the higher the 
Birth Rate, in other words towns have a younger population that the country areas. 

When the Withernsea rate is corrected by the Area Comparability Factor, which 
takes into account the age groups which predominate in the areca, the figure is 
raised to 18.40, which in theory would have been the figure if the age groups in 
Withernsea did not contain so many of the older groups, i.c. the large number of 
retired people, 

Of the 81 births, 3 were illegitimate, or about 3.7%. In 1952 the rate was 
6% of the total births. 


Including those residents who had dicd away from home, ¢ege in hospital etc,, 
84 people, 48 males and 36 females, dicd, giving a Death Rate of 17.04 per 1,000 
population, 

This is an increase of 2.3 per 1,000 over last year e 

When corrected by the Area Comparability Figure this rate is reduced to 
13.46 per 1,000. 

The rate for the whole Country is 11.4. The rate for London is 12.55 and 
11.5 for the small towns, 

The older age groups tend to leave the towns, and to retire to selected areas, 
and here naturally the Death Rates are higher than the average, 

Heart and Circulatory Disease, Cerebral Haemorrhage and Cancer in roughly equal 
numbers continue to be the main causes of death, amounting to over 50% of all deaths, 


Maternal Mortality» 
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There were no deaths as a result of pregnancy, childbirth or abortion during 
the year, Over the whole comntry 525 mothers died as a result of complications in 
pregnancy or one in every 1314 births, 


Infant Mortalitys 
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There were four still=births, 3 males end 1 female, all were legitimate, There 
were no deaths among babies under one year so that the Infant Mortality rate is NIL, 
an unusual but very welcome state of affairs, 
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30 cases of Infectious Disease were notified during the year, about x of the 
number notified last year. In addition 2 cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis were 
notified, 


Acute Poliomyelitis. 

An outbreak of Poliomyelitis began during the middle of August, 2 cases 
occurring, one being a visiting school child, 2 more cases occurred at the end of 
September, All the cases were of the paralytic type, and the ages varied fron 
11 years to 1 year, All were treated in hospital, Of the four cases one recovered 
sompictely, two had slight weaknesses of the leg muscles on discharge and one had 
moderate weakness of the legs and was transferred to an orthopaedic hospital for 
further treatment. 

The cause of Poliomyelitis is a virus, iece a very small germ, and it is 
thought to be spread by sewage.

The year under review was practically free from Measles only 8 cases 
being notified, one in June, 6 in July and one on November, 
The ages were all under 8 years, 


Whooping Coughe 

16 cases were notificd, aged from 6 months to 7 years, nearly all in 
October. 

Statistics from areas where controlled investigation is being carricd out 
show that immunisation does have an appreciable effect in safe-guarding young infants 
and children from this distressing and dangerous diseasc; so it is to be hoped that 
parents will cooperate and take advantage of this preventive measure, 


Diphtheria. 

For some years there have been no notifications of this disease, and there 
are signs that parents are now taking this for granted and forgetting that this 
freedom is only due to Preventive Immunisation and that without Immunisation, 
Diphtheria in all its terror, would return. Immunisation against both Diphtheria 
and Whooping Cough is a simple safe combined procedure which costs nothing, only a 
little thoughtfulness for the child. The price of freedom is eternal vigilance. 


Gastritis, Enteritis and Diarrhoea, (Summer Diarrhoea). 

No children died from this infectious disease which used to be common a 
generation ago and which is due to infection by germs which live and thrive on the 
bowels of a person who may or unfortunately may not, fecl ill and so come under 
medical supervision, Due to carelessness or lack of hygenic instruction the person 
does not wash the hands with soap and water after using the toilct and these may 
get heavily infected and so infect food which others have to eat. It cannot be too 
often stressed and repeated that 95% of all outbreaks of food poisoning can be 
traced to this source, It is easy for some of the infected material to get on the 
fingers and be transferred to food, especially if the person concerned is employed 
in the handling of food, This fundamental fact should be taught to children at 
home, and in school so that the washing of the hands after using the toilet becomes 
a habit. Infection of food, especially milk, by flies is another cause. Flies are 
notoriously dirty feeders, living on refuse, rotting food and middens and they have 
& very nasty habit of vomiting what they have previously eaten just before beginning 
on something fresh,

Tuberculosises 
Iwo cases of Tuberculosis of the lungs were notified, one female aged 27 
md one male aged 49. Lung Tuberculosis is spread by coughing and spitting and is 
very infectious, The germs are in the sputum, and can live for years even when 
dried out. Spitting is distinctly anti-social. 


The following table summarises the notifications and deaths. 
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The number of notifications was the same as last year but there was only 
one death.

National Health Service, 

Hospital treatment is provided for in this area chicfly at Hull Infirmary 
and Westwood Hospital at Beverley where there are full facilities for X-ray and 
Laboratory examination. 

Bacteriological examinations are also carried out at the Research 
Laboratory, High Street, Hull, chiefly for examinations of bacterial infections 
of food, water, ctce, 

Sanatoria and Clinics for the diagnosis and treatment of Tuberculosis 
are part of the Health Service, as also is a Maternity Home at Withernsea, 

The County Council provide services for the care of expectant and 
nursing mothers and infants including the unmarried mother and child; also 
Domiciliary Midwifery Health Visitors, Home Nursing arrangements for vaccination 
and immunisation against Diphtheria and Whooping Cough, Ambulance Service and 
Home Help Services. 

Under the National Assistance Act, 1948. the County Council became 
responsible for the provision of accommodation of all persons who by reason of 
age, infirmity or any other circumstance are in need of care and attention other 
than medical or nursing cases, and further for the provision of a Welfare Service 
for the Blind, Deat and Dimb and cther persons who are substantially and 
permanently handicapped by illness, injury or congenifal deformity or such other 
disabilities as may be sanctioned by the Minister of Health, 

Persons requiring regular medical or sick nursing are the responsibility 
of the Regional Hospital Board,

No action was taken by your Council under Section 4/7, but where 
necessary persons in need of care and attention owing to age ctée, weuld be 
admitted to one of the Old Peoples sesidences with the co-operation of the

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The area is drained on the combined sustem and the sewage is discharged into the 
sea without treatment. This is not a satisfactory means of disposal, especially as 
the system is overladen, owing to the erection of new houses, and a scheme has been 
prepared for the extension of the sewerage system witha new sca outfall discharging 
at a point about 15 miles south of Withernsea, 
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No variation of the system has been found necessary. 

Night Soil from approximately 263 privies at the various camps in the area is 
collected weekly by the covered vehicle and disposed of to farms outside the District. 

House and Trade Refusee 1221 Loads, (1,831 tons), of House Refuse and 146 loads, 
(146 tons), of Trade Refuse were collected, and dealt with at the Incinerator Station, 
which is now working to capacity.
